The patentee recently realized that the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
erred in charging the patentee small entity fees during the prosecution of the above- 
identified patent.

$110; all three current fees total $545 for small entity and $1090 for large entity). 
$1090 for current large entity minus $385 paid on January 14, 2004 amounts to a 
deficiency of $705. 

(2) $65 deficiency owed for the filing of the oath/declaration on September 21, 2004 
(current oath/declaration filing fee for small entity is $65). 

(3) $635 deficiency owed for the filing of the three month extension of time for filing 
the oath/declaration on September 21, 2004 (current three month extension of 
time for small entity is $1,1 10). 

(4) $225 deficiency owed for the filing of three terminal disclaimers on April 6, 2005 
(current terminal disclaimer fee for small entity is $70). 

(5) $810 deficiency owed for the issue fee/publication fee paid on September 26, 
2005 (current issue fee for small entity is $755). 

The total for all deficiencies due is $2,440 as noted above.
